In line with these sound and fair 
principles, many benefits have been 
provided for veterans.

Disabil- 
ity wnd death compensation was pro- 
vided for casualties im line of duty. 

The original provisions for these 
benefits have been’ subsequently 
changed and liberalized many times 
by the .ongres’. Later generous pre- 
sumptions for veterans who became

For the first two years 
of the New Deal, the opposition publicity could not get started. 
Pro-administration agitation predominated in the newspapers, on the 
radio, etc. During the last six months, this advantage has been 
gradually weakened, until now the opposition is getting as muth 
or more public attention than the New Deal. 

This is so obvious that all persons with the sense of sight or 
hearing already know it. But the politicians are not overestimating 
the influence of it. 

In fact, one of’ the reas@hs why some republicans are talking 
down their chances now is to hold back on the spread of anti-New 
Deal publicity. They believe it got started too soon, that there will 
be a natural reaction. They realize fully the equal or greater im- 
portance of organization and expenditures. 

The status of these three major factors may be altered within 
the coming year. It is, therefore, too early now for anything ex- 
cept good guesses. That is all these current opinions are. 


HOUSE 1 Another financial authority has made a survey predicting 

the republicans will gain 90 seats in the house next 
time. This is almost ridiculous. The issue next time will be Mr. 
Roosevelt. Congressional candidacies will not matter. The people 
of this country have not been educated to splitting tickets. Which- 
ever way Mr. Roosevelt goes, the average democratic candidate for 
congressman and dog-catcher will go with him. 


EXIT? Chairman Joseph Kennedy, of the Securities and Ex- 

change Commission is supposed to be quietly preparing 
to leave his job in the fall. His personal business affairs are (or 
were) extensive. He left them to take the job with the under- 
standing he would go back to private business when the commis- 
sion was fully organized and operating.

Atlanta Advised 


To Revive ‘Spirit’ 


On Eve of Industrial Expansion 


The United States is on the eve 
of the greatest period of industrial 
expansion the world has ever known 
and Atlanta must revive its old com- 
munity spirit to cash in on that ex- 
pansion, George C. Smith, railroad 
executive and industrial expert, de- 
clared at a meeting of the forum com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday at the Atlanta Athletic Club. 

Mr. Smith, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
lines, in charge of industrial devel- 
opment, is one of the nation’s leading 
industrial experts. During his carter 
he has handled industrial real estate 
negotiations aggregating more than 
$150.000,000. 

_ After pointing out the United States 
is rapidly pulling itself out of the 
mire of depression, Mr. Smith express- 
based eon numerous 
surveys, that the nation is facing its 
greatest period of industrial expan- 


sion. 
Machines Obsolete. 

“There are obsolete machines in 
American factories that will require 
the expenditute of $18.500,000.000 to 
replace, and they must be replaced in 
the immediate future.” the speaker 
said. “Some of these machines are 
simply worn out; others have been 
rendered so obsolete by later improve- 
ments they cannot be operated on a 
sufficiently efficient basis to yield a 
profit. 

“This expenditure of $18,500,000.- 
000 will give employment to at least 
5.000,000 workers, the great majority 
of whom are now idle and will cause 
a period of industrial development 
that will make present trade levels 
look like the bottom of a long hill.” 

Discussing Atlanta’s prospects un- 
der the development program, the 
railroad executive pointed out that 
factories have, in the past. been lo- 


cated mainly through prejudice and 
not on an industrial cost basis. 
South Favored. 

“The south, I believe. holds the 
largest hope for industrial devélop- 
ment in the future,” he said. ‘This is 
because of natural resources, potential 
markets and the human equation. “It 
is a fact that 90 per cent of all in- 
dustrial plants were located where 
they now are because of prejudice. It 
is up to Atlanta and the south to per- 
suade those industries to come to the 
place where they can operate on the 
most efficient hasis. 

“One thing Atlanta should always 
stress is that labor costs in the south 
are lower than in the north. Equal 
stress should be laid-upon the fact 
that while labor costs are lower, the 
efficiency of southern labor is fully 
equal to that of northern labor. 

Southern Workers Efficient. 

“Many people believe northern labor 


is the most efficient. This is manifest- 
ly untrue. Southern workers do not 


have to go through the rigorous win- 


ters of the north, winters that sap 
the vitality of the workers and reduce 
their efficiency. 

“The reason labor costs are lower in 
the south is because the workers do 
not have to spend so much money for 
winter clothing, for fuel and for the 
other things that northern workers ab- 
solutely require to maintain anywhere 
near the proper level of efficiency.” 

Mr. Smith urged Atlanta to revive 
the old Atlanta spirit, which brought 
it to its present high place as the key 
city of the southeast and to make its 
bid for a fair share of the industrial 
expansion that is to come.

NEW YORK, May 22.—(4)—Sena- 
tor Glass, of Virginia, “or some other

Dove Says Situation in Hand. 
White Joins Supervisory 


Work in Alabama. 


Georgia leads the southeast in prog- 
ress of screw worm contro] work, Dr.

A purported “wiping rag fraud” on 
the navy, said to have involved nearly 
$7,000 a month in cash and potential
